"All of us realize." he said, "that 
industrialist specialists know more 
aK-»ut the technical details ot bii.^i- 
noss actixitv than university pro- 
fe.<ssors can ever hotic to know, and 
it is equally apparent thai the pro- 
fessor is avit to be more familiar 
with the wider thorctical implica- 
tions of particular pvoblcms. Both 
types of mind are oscntial to ef- 
fective research, so that we must 
provide for the co-ordination of 
their activities and the cross-fertil- 
ization of their idca.^" 

Government SepresenUtion. 
Dr. James pointed out that, in 
these days of broadening go\'ern- 
menlal functions, government must 
have representation m the group, 
and added that the Pulp and Paper 
Institute was standing testimony to 
the value of such co-operation. 
Through the co-operation of the as- 
sociation experts, the scientific de- 
partments of McGill University, and 
the representatives of the Canadian 
Government, much had already 
been accomplished. 

"I hope sincerely," he continued. 
"That the Association will continue 
to support the experiment it has so 
brilliantly undertaken. Indeed. I 
will go further than that and ex- 
press the hope that other industries 
will be moved to follow your ex- 
ample. Even within the laboratory, 
research has much to offer to many 
of our outstanding Canadian indus- 
tries, and it may not be out of place 
to suggest that there are many other 
problems in the field of business 
and economic life toward the solu-

McGill Will PUy Fart. 

Dr. James assured the members 

of the Association that McGill was 
eager to play its part i.'i an endea- 
vour which was pregnant wilh so 
much benefit to Canada and all the 
world. Referring to the war situa- 
tion, he said that it was more and 
more becoming a struggle of econo- 
circumference — and thatlmic forces rathei '.hen one of man 
power, and added inat tnere ^ great 
necessity at present to look forward 
to those problems which will arise 
when the war comes to an end and 
great industrial and economic re- 
adjustments are necessary. 

"The degree of thoroughness with 
which these industrial problems 
are studied will determine in a 
large measure, the length of the 
struggle that must ensue before vic- 
tory is attained; the solutions that 
we accept VI regard to them will 
certainly influenct the general 
framework of society in the west- 
em world after the war is ended."

versity approved of the Queen's 
War Aid Commission's objective of 
a field ambulance to be presented 
to the Finnish Red Cross.

A meeting of the R.V.C. Histor- 
ical Society wa.'î held la.sl night 
at 3601 University Street. Two pa- 
pers were read: one on the history 
of Ireland up to llic lime of the 
Norman conquest, by Daphne Mar- 
tin, and the other on life in a Ja- 
maican village which was read by 
Dorothy Murray. 

Daphne Martin staled that an- 
cient prc-Cîhrislian traditions lived 
on in Ireland due to the fact that 
that country had escaped all the 
wars in Europe and had lived in 
comparative' peace until the Norse 
invasion. 

Our distinct knowledge of Irish 
history begins about 400 A.D. trans- 
mitted through the written accounts 
of St. Patrick, a Roman citizen who 
converted Ireland' to Christianity. 
Ireland was at that time in the pos- 
session of the Gaels who had prob- 
ably conquered it about the time of 
Alexander the Great. 

Chose Christianity. 

The Irish chose Christianity part- 
ly because they loved learning and 
they probably associated Christian- 
ity with the possession of learning 

Dorothy Murray gave a short 
sketch of everyday life in the Ja- 
maican village o( Dry Harbour 
whose population is about 250. The 
ancient African beliefs slil'l prevail 
among the natives, such as belief 
in ghosUs and bogies. A funeral is 
an occasion for the greaiosl rejoic 
ing and feasting among the survi- 
vors of the departed. Ot Sunday, 
everyone in the family dresses in 
their best and they all go to church

Talka on CBC. .... 

With «0 much ti current intcrfst happening 
every day— in fact, every hour— there is na- 
turally a good deal of interest In the many radio 
talks preiented by the Canadian Broadcasling 
Corporation, both on single .Mations and on 
chains of itations. A glance at what the CBC 
has to paw on thé matter is Instructive: 

"About 750 diffèrent speakers have been 
heard on the CBC since i(< inception. 

"The aim of the CBC Tallji Department 
is to provide its listener! with a variety of 
subjecta. Normally, most of tlte tallcs are ar- 
ranged in aerica, in which a speaker develops 
ont subject, or in which several speakers deal 
with various aspects of a subject. 

•'War-time condiUoiu have necessitated Uie 
utmost flexibility in program planning, and as 
a result, aeries of talks have been reduced. 
Single talks by individual speakers on topical 
.<;ubjocis are being subsiitutod. This allows for 
greater flexibility in the Ulks schedule. It 
also makes room for more talks ol a topical 
naiiwe which are in keeping with the ever- 
changing tc«ne. Series of talks arc chiefly de- 
voted to current and international affairs. 
Talks of general interest by many speakers are 
being arranged to include the fields of adven- 
ture, science, historj', literature, and art and 
subjects of general human interest. 

"The broadcast ulk, as such, is a com- 
parative newcomér to North American radio. 
The CBC hopes to develop the art of talking 
on the radio so that listeners will enjoy the 
sketch provided from the spoken word. Dull 
speakers and full speeches are being weeded 
out as far as possible. More and more definite 
radio personalities with a story to tell are being 
developed and groomed for broadcasting." 

This, to say the least, is encouraging and 
permits us to look forward to the Ume when 
we won't have to start sjTnpathizing with radio 
speakers whose scripts seem to jump up and 
bite them.

But there 
were many unavoidable delays, as well as those 
induced by the strong down current A prize 
snapshot taken from one of the other canoes 
shows Binks' six-foot-three frame in the bow.
